Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,808,666 to Fukumori et al. 

Fukumori et al. discloses a container comprising a pair of side walls, a reclosable 
sealing device including first and second locking members (102, 104), each formed with 
a web (101, 103) extending along the side walls adjacent an open end of the container. 
Fukumori et al. further discloses a printed visual color indicator (105) automatically and 
directly applied across an outer surface of at least one of the webs (i.e., the exposed 
surface of the inner layer of the webs (1 01 , 1 03). The printer visual color indicator is 
confined along the first and second locking members of the reclosable sealing device. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the

invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-13 and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Fukumori et al. and U.S. Patent No. 5,033,868 to Peppiatt. 

Fukumori et al. discloses the claimed invention, especially the printed color 
visual indicia means (105) automatically and directly applied across an outer surface of 
at least one of the webs (101, 103) (i.e., the exposed surface of the inner layer of the 
webs (101, 103)) in the vicinity, or along the length, of the first and second locking 
members (102, 104). However, Fukumori et al. does not disclose the printed color 
visual indicia means being coated with a clear lamination layer. Peppiatt teaches that it 
is known in the art of reclosable containers to laminate and outer transparent layer to an 
inner layer having printing on its outer surface (see column 2, lines 35-38). It would 
have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide the printed color visual indicia means of Fukumori et al. with the 
clear lamination layer of Peppiatt, in order to protect the printing. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 are have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
